Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  for  your  information  and 
consideration  my  Annual  Reports  as  your  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  for  the  years  1940,  1941,  1942  and  1945* 

The  delay  in  the  appearance  of  these  reports  calls  for 
some  explanation.  The  work  of  the  Public  Health  Department 
has  continued  and  has  ever  expanded  during  these  years,  but 
the  many  new  duties  imposed  by  Civil  Defence  have  left  little 
time  and  given  few  opportunities  for  recording  in  the  usual 
way  what  has  been  done.  The  fact  that  Weymouth, in  common  with 
the  rest  of  the  Country,  has  suffered  no  major  epidemic  and 
that  the  health  of  its  people  has  been  maintained  at  a  high 
level  throughout  almost  five  years  of  war  is  sufficient  proof 
that  the  Public  Health  Services  have  not  failed  in  their  duty 
Many  unusual  problems  and  situations  have  had  to  be  met  and  I 
think  it  may  be  fairly  said  that  these  have  been  dealt  with 
satisfactorily . 

The  effects  of  total  warfare  were  readily  appreciated 
during  the  summer  of  1940  with  the  arrival  of  large  numbers 
of  foreign  war  refugees,  and  the  ties  between  We ymouth  and  the 
Channel  islands  were  knit  even  closer  by  the  fact  that  the 
great  majority  of  the  people  from  the  Islands  found  their  first 
safe  refuge  in  Weymouth.  The  Battle  of  Britain  followed  soon 
after  and  the  honour,  but  doubtful  privilege,  of  being  a  "front 
line  town’1'  for  some  time  created  many  unusual,  difficult  and 
urgent  problems.  Invasion  by  the  enemy  seemed  imminent  but 
the  people  remained  steady  and  prepared  with  resolute  hearts 
to  meet  whatever  might  come.  It  is  a  source  of  some  satisfact¬ 
ion  that  as  one  writes  these  words,  the  air  is  filled  with 
the  roar  of  Allied  aircraft  carrying  retribution  to  the  enemy 
and  assistance  to  our  Armies  once  more  fighting  in  France* 
whereas  previously  the  aircraft  were  those  of  the  then  vaunted 
but  now  vanquished  Luftwraffe.  We  hope  that  the  time  is  not 
far  off  when  the  refugees  who  landed  here  in  1940  will  be  able 
to  return  to  their  own  countries. 

Your  Sanitary  Inspectors  have  continued  to  maintain  vigilant 
supervision  of  milk  and  other  foods  as  well  as  the  many  other 
factors  affecting  environmental  hygiene  and  the  health  of  the 
people.  Consideration  of  space  and  the  need  for  economy  of 
paper  has  made  it  necessary  to  include  only  the  bare  statistics 
of  their  work. 

Much  of  the  work  would  have  been  extremely  trying  had  it 
not  been  for  the  kindness  and • consideration  of  the  members  of 
the  Council  and  the  valuable  help  and  co-operation  of  my  fellow 
officials  and  the  Health  Department  Staff.  I  am  glad  to  have 
this  opportunity  of  expressing  my  deep  appreciation.

General  Practitioners  nnte-Nat^l  Service: 

a  total  of  154  women  took  advantage  of  this  Scheme  whereby 
expectant  mothers  may  be  examined  without  any  cost  to  themselves, 
by  their  own  doctors,  three  times  during  pregnancy.  Seventy- 
seven  women  were  examined  once,  fifty  twice  and  twenty- seven  once 
only.  It  is  unfortunate  that  the  usefulness  of  this  Scheme  is 
not  more  full  y  appreciated  by  expectant  mothers  and  that  those 
who  are  examined  once  do  not  take  full  advantage  of  the  facilities 
provided. 

In  addition  to  this  Scheme  172  women  attended  the  Ante-Ratal 

Clinic  held  each  week  at  the  Maternity  &  Child  Welfare  Centre, 

and  25  women  attended  for  post-natal  examination. 

Public  Midwifery  Service: 

The  arrangements  for  domiciliary  midwifery  were  continued 
under  the  .administration  of  the  Central  Committee  of  the  Weymouth 
Nursing  Association.  During  the  twelve  months  ended  51st  March, 
1941,  the  midwives  employed  by  the  four  Nursing  Associations 
attended  229  confinements  at  a  net  cost  to  the  Town  Council  of 
£254:  l6:  5* 

The  Town  Council  have  put  on  record  their  a  ppreciati'on  of 
the  magnificent  work  done  by  the  Nursing  Associations  in  operating 
•the  Scheme,  and  I  should  like  to  add  my  thanks  to  Mrs.  A. E, Carter 
who  carries  out  her  work  as  honorary  Secretary  of  the  Central 
Committee  with  such  pleasant  efficiency. 

Greenhill  Maternity  home:. 

This  emergency  maternity  home  had  been  opened  in  1959  lor 
evacuee  expectant  mothers.  In  April,  1940,  instructions  were 
received  by  the  Ministry  of '.Health  that  the  Home  should  be  kept 
on  a,  care  and  maintenance  basis,  but  before  this  was-  done  the 
$ome  was  reopened  on  account  of  the  arrival  of  foreign  war 
refugees. 

In  all  the  H0me  dealt  with  64  confinements  before  it  was 
finally  closed  in  August,  1940.  At  that  time  1  recommended . 
that  the  premises  should  be  token  over  as  a  Municipal  Maternity 
Home  but  this  suggestion  was  not  approved  and  the  equipment  was

Wvke  Reals  Clinic:  * 

This  Child  Welfare  Clinic  had  been  opened  in  1939  and 
was  originally  he}.d  at  fortnightly  intervals  in  the  women's 
Institute  Hall,  Gallwey  Hoad.  With  the  arrival  of  evacuees, 
however,  and  in  view  of  its  popularity,  it  became  necessary 
to  have  weekly  clinics  and  it  came  as  rather  a  blow,  therefore, 
when  the  military  Authorities  requisitioned  the  Women's 
Institute  Hall.  However,  Miss  H.D.O.  Swaffield.  J.P?  came  to 
the  rescue  by  very  generously  offering  accommodation  on  the 
ground  floor  of  her  home  -  Fords  Corner  Cottage  -  for  the 
duration  of  the  war.  The  amenities  provided  and  Miss  Swaf field's 
own  keen  personal  interest  have  been  greatly  appreciated. 

Health  Visitin,:  Staff;

Nurse  Adams  retired  during  the  year  after  having  0iven  21 
years  of  valuable  service.  The  Health  and  Maternity  &  Child 
Welfare  Committee  recommended  the  appointment  of  a  fourth 
Health  Visitor  but  this  was  not  approved  by  the  Town  Council. 

The  fact  that  the  Health  Visiting  Staff  of  three  had  not 
increased  since  1919*  notwithstanding  the  substantial  increase 
of  population  since  that  date,  -and  the  many  additional  duties 
which  have  been  imposed  on  the  social  services  of  local  auth¬ 
orities  in  the  last  20  years,  would  appear  to  have  justified 
the  appointment  of  on  additional  health  visitor. 

Measles  and  Whooninr  Cou;:h  Regulations.  1940: 

Statutory  Rules  and  Orders,  1940,  No.  204,  making  these 
two  diseases  compulsorily  notifiable  came  into  force  in  Feb- 
ru  iry,  1940.  A  copy  of  the  Regulations  was  sent  to  each 
medical  practitioner.

Disinfector.  Corporation  Yard: 

In  view  of  the  probability  of  the  steam  supply  not  being 
available  from  the  Electricity  Works  during  the  summer  months 
(when  the  electricity  supply  was  to  be  taken  from  the  national 
grid  system)  authority  was  obtained  for  the  installation  of 
a  boiler  to  generate  steam  -  at  an  extimated  cost  of  £120. 

This  .work  was  not  proceeded  with,  however,  as  the  Electricity 
Works  continued  to  generate  throughout  the  year. 

Milk  (Special  Designations)  Orders.  1936/40: 

During  the  year  36  samples  of  pasteurised  milk  were  taken 
from  the  two  firms  licensed  to  treat  their  milk  by  heat  in 
accordance  with  the  above  Orders.  With  one  exception,  all 
the  samples  from  Firm  A  passed  the  necessary  tests,  but  7 
samples  from  hirm  B.  failed  to  do  so  and  in  July  their  licence 
was  revoked.  On  the  19th  November,  however,  subsequent 
samples  having  all  given  satisfactory  results,  the  licence 
was  renewed  until  the  end  of  the  year. 
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Public  Water  Supply: 

Twenty-three  samples  of  the  public  water  supply  were 
submitted  for  bacteriological  examination;  17  of  these  gave 
highly  satisfactory  results  while  the  other  6  did  not  reach  the 
usual  high  standard. 

Arrangements  for  Post-Mortem  Ex  .•■.min  at;  ions- 

Following  complaints  concerning  the  inadequate  facilities 
for  post  mortem  examinations  at  the  lawn  Mortuary  in  Commercial 
Road,  an  agreement  was  entered  into  with  the  Weymouth  and 
District  Hospital  Authorities  whereby  these  examinations  could 
take  place  in  the  Hospital  Mortuary  at  a  charge  of  l0/6d  per 
occasion.

Foreign  War  Refugees: 


The  Medical  inspection  of  aliens  landing  in  this  Port  is 
normally  the  concern  of  the  Port  Health  Authority,  but  the 
situation  following  the  German  invasion  of  the  Low  Countries 
and  of  France  was  such  that  the  Public  Health  Department  was 
requested  to  undertake  the  organisation  of  measures  necessary 
to  deal  with  large  numbers  of  foreign  war  refugees.  That  this 
was  a  task  of  some  magnitude  will  be  realised  when  it  is  known 
that  some  27,400  refugees  landed  at  Weymouth  during  May  and 
June  and  of  this  number  23,743  arrived  during  a  period  of  four 
days.  The  problems  to  be  dealt  with  were  many  and  varied  and 
their  solution  would  have  been  extremely  difficult  had  it  not 
been  for  the  extremely  fine  co-operation  extended  on  all  sides. 

It  is  impossible  to  express  adequately  one’s  gratitude  and 
appreciation  of  the  help  given  so  readily  by  so  many  organis¬ 
ations  and  private  individuals,  but  1  should  like  to  mention 
the  truly  great  work  done  by  more  than  40  private  practitioners 
and  Service  Medical  Officers,  Dr.  C.  J,  bonelan  of  the  Ministry 
of  Health,  Nurses  of  the  St.  John  Nursing  divisions  and  the 
British  Red  Cross,  the  members  of  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade 
and  the  A.R.P.  Casualty  Services,  the  Womens  Voluntary  Services 
under  their  indefatigable  leader,  Mrs.  M.  Shewell,  the  County 
Public  Assistance  Department  headed  by  Mr.  A.  Lewis,  the  Matrons 
of  the  Isolation  Hospital  and  Emergency  Maternity  Home,  .and  the 
members  of  my  own  staff  and  of  other  Corporation  Departments. 

The  unfailing  co-operation  and  courtesy  of  the  Naval  Authorities, 
Immigration  Officers,  Police  and  Port  Security  Officers  were 
invaluable. 

Other  Emergency  Services: 

.  In  addition  -to  the  work  indicated  above,  it  was  necessary 
to  makd  temporary  provision  for  several  thousands  of  French 
troops  whose  medical  services  were  somewhat  disorganised. 


This  Report  is  not  intended  to  include  an  account  of  the 
organisation,  training  and  work  of  the  A.R.P.  Casualty  Service 
which  was  a  matter  of  some  importance  in  what  soon  became  a 
"front-line  town",  but  I  wish  to  place  on  record  my  appreciation 
of  the  enthusiasm  and  keeness  of  all  its  members.  Tfc  may  now 
be-  revealed  that  in  September,  1939  -  very  shortly  after  the 
outbreak  of  war  -  the  A.R.P.  Casualty  Service  was  asked  by  the 
Naval  Authorities  to  organise  a  1st  Aid  Service  for  survivors 
from  Allied  and  Neutral  shipping  sunk  in  the  Channel  and  on 
many  occasions  men  and  women  of  the  Service  went  out  to  sea  at 
all  hours  to  take  off  and  bring  in  casualties • very  often  at 
considerable  personal  risk. 


In  July  the  S.S.  Meknes  was  sunk  in  the  Channel  off 
Portland  Bill  while  taking  back  well  over  1,000  French  Nava} 
Officers  rind  ratings  to  their  own  country,  and  the  Service  was 
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called  upon  to  deal  with  the  wounded  survivors. 

The  Service  earned  high  praise  for  the  efficient  manner 
in  which  it  carried  out  its  work,  and  at  the  same  time  it  had 
been  gaining  experience  which  was  to  be  of  great  value  when  air 
raids  began  shortly  afterwards.  I  cannot  pay  too  high  a 
tribute  to  the  self  sacrificing  work  and  esprit-de-corps  of  the 
men  and  women  of  the  Casualty  Service  who  welded  themselves 
into  an  efficient  and  smooth  working  organisation  of  which  the 
town  may  rightly  feel  proud.

£2/2/0  per  session. 

War-Time  Day  Nursery: 

* 

In  July,  1941,  the  Medical  Officer  was  requested  to  obtain 
information  as  to  the  approximate  number  of  children  for  whom 
war-time  Day  Nursery  accommodation  was  desired.  These  enquiries 
showed  that  14  children  were  in  need  of  such  provision  and  on 
December  11th,  1941,  the  Council  approved  the  principle  of  the 
,  establishment  of  a  War-Time  Day  Nursery,  the  cost  of  which  was 
to  be  borne  by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

The  Nursery  was  to  provide  for  the  full  day  time  care  and 
maintenance  of  children  up  to  5  years  of  age,  for  periods  of 
12  -  15  hours  daily  on  week  days.  The  staff  necessary  for 
such  a  Nursery  was  considered  to  consist  of:- 

Matron  -  State  Registered  Nurse 
Warden  -  with  teaching  experience 
Nursery  Trained  Nurse 
Nursery  Assistant 
Housekeeper-Cook 
Domestic  Helper 
3  Probationer  Nurses 
«  * 

"El  well  Manor",  Rodwell  Road  was  considered  to  be  the 
most  suitable  building  for  this  purpose,  and  this  house  was 
formally  requisitioned  from  l8/3/42. 

The  Nursery  was  officially  opened  by  the  Mayoress  on 
22/7/42,  and  in  the  first  three  months  there  was  an  average 
daily  attendance  of  18.  Mothers  engaged  on  war  work  soon 
acquired  confidence  in  the  ability  of  Matron  and  her  staff  to 
look  after  their  children  .and  the  Nursery  quickly  earned  a 
well  deserved  reputation.  The  majority  of  the  children  are 
left  each  morning  at  the  Health  Centre,  taken  to  the  Nursery 
by  ambulance,  and  returned  in  the  evening  by  the  same  means. 

Immunisation  against  Diphtheria  1941  and  1942: 

Following  the  receipt  of  Circular  2230  of  the  Ministry  of 
Health,  steps  were  taken  to  secure  the  immunisation  of  all 
children  1-15  years  of  age.  In  March,  1941,  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  reported  that  1,695  children  had  been 
inoculated  and  that  all  schools  had  been  covered. 

Inoculation  against  Typhoid: 

In  March,  1941,  310  members  of  the  Civil  Defence  and 
Public  Utility  Services  were  inoculated  against  the  enteric 
group  of  fevers. 
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g.CrJ3i.Q.S.  N.ot-i fiction : 


Application  was  made  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  the 
necessary  permission  to  make  Scabies  a  notifiable  disease  in 
the  Borough.  The  Minister  did  not  approve  of  the  Council’s 
request,  but  subsequently  the  Scabies  Order,  1941*  was  made; 
which  largely  increases  the  powers  of  local  authorities  to 
take  steps  to  control  this  and  other  verminous  infestations. 


Cl  e  ah  s  in  a  S  t  at  i  on : 

In  April,  1941,  approval  was  given  for  the  erection  of  a 
new  Gas  Cleansing  Station  on  the  Westham  Car  Bark.  When 
completed  this  was  fitted  with  5  movable  baths  for  scabies 
treatment  and  also  used  for  cleansing  verminous  'persons.  S.J.AB. 
Nurses  from  the  First  Aid  Post  are  responsible  for  the  cleansing 
of  women  and  children,  and  have  always  carried  out  these  duties 
with  willingness  and  skill.

The  normal  health  services  were  maintained  throughout 
the  year.  Luring  the  Spring  there  was  a  widespread  epidemic 
of  Measles,  followed  by  an  epidemic  of  Whooping  Cough. 

6l  cases  of  Dysentery  of  a  mild  type  were  notified  during 
the  Autumn  months.  Many  of  the  cases  were  fully  investigated 
but  no  local  focus  of  infection  was  found  and  it  was  evident 
from  reports  received  from  other  parts  of  the  country  that  a 
similar  infection  was  at  that  time  prevailing  in  many  areas. 

The  necessary  steps  were  taken  to  include  scabies  amongst 
notifiable  diseases  in  the  Borough  from  16/3/43.  The 
attention  of  the  Health  Department  was  given  towards  the 
eradication  of  this  and  other  types  of  verminous  infestation; 
further  details  are  given  later  in  this  Report.

Following  the  issue  of  the-  Infestation,*  Order,  1943, 

Mr.  H.  H.  Gardner  was  appointed  Rodent  Officer,  and  work  is 
proceeding  in  making  a  survey, of  rat  infestation  in  the 

Borough . 

An  intensive  and  successful  campaign  to  immunise  all 
children  aged  1  -15  years  against  Diphtheria  was  held  during 
July,  August  .end  September.

The  recommendations  of  the  Rushcliffe  Committee  were 
adopted  by  the  Town  Council  except  that  the  health  Visitors  - 
for  the  duration  of  the  war  -  were  required  to  have  the  same 
holidays  as  other  members  of  the  Corporation  staff. 


The  increased  cost  of  the  Public  Midwifery  Service  is 
due  to  the  higher  salaries  paid  to  the  district  midwives  in 
accordance  with  this  Committee's  recommendations. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation: 


During  the  summer  of  1943,  efforts  were  made  to  secure 
the  immunisation  against  Diphtheria  of  all  children  living  in 
the  Borough  from  1-15  years  of* * age.  An  ambulance  was  fitted 
as  a  Mobile  Clinic  and  every  area  in  the  Borough  visited  in 
turn.  House  to  house  visits  were  made  by  the  members  of  the 
Health  Department  Staff,  St.  John's  Nurses  and  many  other 
voluntary  helpers,  and  a  very  large  proportion  of  all  the 
houses  in  the  Borough  were  visited.  The  attention  of  the 
public  was  drawn  to  this  campaign  by  means  of  articles  in  the 
local  press,  whose  interest  and  co-operation  was  much  apprec¬ 
iated,  and  daily  advertisements  announcing  the  areas  to  be 
visited  during  the  following- day .  The  Mobile  Clinic  made  42 
trips  and  travelled  264  miles.  In  addition,  11  journeys 
covering  84  miles  were  made  in  private  cars  during  this  cam¬ 
paign  which  lasted  from  duly  9th  -  September  3^th.  During  this 
time  653  children  completed  their  full  course  of  immunisation 
which  consists  of  two  injections  at  a  month’s  interval.  There 
were  no  reports  of  adverse  reactions  in  any- of  the  children, 
and  no  parents  refused  the  second  injection  for  their  child. 

The  work  involved  during  these  three  months  occupied  many 
evening  hours  as  it  was  found  that  from  4.0p.m.  -  6.0p.m. 
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was  one  of  the  best  times  of  the  day  to  suit  the  conven¬ 
ience  of  the  parents.  Thanks  are  due  to  all  the  voluntary 
helpers  and  to  the  ambulance  Drivers, who  gave  up  so  much  of 
their  spare  time,  and  whose  efforts  secured  such  a  measure 
of  success.  The  state  of  immunisation  is  reported  half 
yearly  to  the  Minister  of  Health,  and  the  figures  for  Dec¬ 
ember,  1942,  July,  1943  and  December,  1943 ,  indicate  what 
progress  has  been  made  in  endeavouring  to  secure  protection  '■ 
against  Diphtheria  for  100$  of  the  child  population/'

In  work  of  this  nature  there  can  be  no  relaxation  of 
effort  and  in  order  to  maintain  the  standard,  the  following 
steps  are  •’  taken 

l 

(a)  At  the  first  birthday,,  each  child  receives  an  attractive 
birthday  card,  indie-  ting  to  the  parent  the  value  of  immun¬ 
isation; 

(b)  Should  the  child  not  be  presented  for  immunisation  shortly 
after  the  first  birthday,  a  visit  is  made  by  the  Health  Visitor 
and  immunisation  is  then  usually  secured,  either  by  the  Health 
Department  or  by  a  private  practitioner; 

(c)  If  the  parent  refuses  to  give  permission,  a  personal 
letter  is  sent  from  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  In  many 
cases  this  is  successful  in  secuTing  immunisation; 

(d)  A  check  is  kept  on  those  children  under  5  moving  into  the 
district  by  means  of  the  help  of  the  Food  Office.  Lists  of 
such  children  are' sent  weekly  to  the  Health  Department  and  their 
homes  are  immediately  visited  by  the  Health  Visitor.  Many 
children  have  thus  been  brought  under  the  care  of  the  Welfare 
Authority,  and  many  have  been  immunised..  This  additional 
assistance  given  by  the  Food  Office  Staff,  who  are  already 
fully  occupied,  has  been  very  much  appreciated; 

(e)  A  check  is  kept  on  the  school  age  group^  by  visiting  the 
home  of  all  new  entrants,  and  ascertaining  if  they  have  been 
immunised; 

(f)  The  Head  Teachers  of  all  private  schools  have  been  cir¬ 
culated  and  names  of  non-immunised  children  obtained  from  them. 
These  children  were  subsequently  visited  and  immunised.

The  last  case  of  Diphtheria  in  a  Weymouth  child  occurred 
on  the  5th  November,  1942.  Three  other  cases  of  Diphtheria 
have  occurred  in  this  District  since  that  date  -  two  of  them 
,  being  Service  men,  while  the  third  was. a  child  who  had  just 
come  to  Weymouth  from  the  Midlands  where  he  had  been  immunised 
six  weeks  previously.  It  is  obvious  in  this  latter  case 
that  immunity  had  not  had  time  to  develop. 
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Immunisation  arainst  Whooping  ~ough : 


The  value  of  prophylactic  injections  against  Whooping 
Cough  has  not  yet  been  fully  established,  but  experience  has 
shown  that  children  so  protected  are  likely  to  have  a  mild 
attack  of  this  disease.  Following  an  epidemic  of  Whooping 
Cough  in  the  late  summer,  many  parents  requested  Whooping 
Cough  immunisation  and  on  9/12/43*  the  decision  was  made  to 
immunise  those  children  for  whom  protection  was  sought,  At 
present,  only  children  up  to  6  years  are  immunised, ' or  older 
children  who  have  young  brothers  or  sisters  at  home  are  given 
these  injections. 

Verminous  Infestation: 

.  ’• 

(a)  Head  Inf e station : - 

'A  Circular ' from  the  Ministry  of  Health  drew  attention  to 
the  prevention  and  treatment  of  head  lice,  .and  it  was  consid¬ 
ered  advisable  to  make  more  vigorous  efforts  to  eradicate  head 
infestation  from  the  Borough.

A  Circular  letter  was  addressed  to  the  heads  of  all  places 
of  business  employing  female  labour  (and  of  private  schools), 
calling  their  attention  to  the  likelihood  of  infection  amongst 
their  staff  and  children,  and  offering  the  assistance  of  the 
Health  Department  in  this  matter.  Five  such  establishments 
invited  an  inspection  of  their  employees,  .and  made  use  of  the 
facilities  of  the  Cleansing  Station.  The  normal  contacts  of 
all  verminous  persons  were  visited,  inspected  and  treated 
where  necessary.  Only  on  eight  occasions  were  orders  sent 
under  the  Scabies  Order,  1941,  compelling  the  inspection  of 
contacts;  in  all  other  cases  the  co-operation  of  the  members 
of  the  public  was  secured.

The  additional  work  involved  could  not  be  undertaken  by 
the  members  of  the  First  Aid  Dost,  whose  time  was  fully  occupied 
in  treating  Scabies,  and  in  October  Miss  Brown  was  appointed 
for  a  preliminary  term  of  six  months  for  the  purpose  of  head 

cleansing.

( b )  Infection  by  Scabies-: - 


Scabies  became  a  notifiable  disease  in  the  Borough  on 
March  l6th,  1945,  and  from  that  date  to  31/12/43,  6l8  cases 
were  notified.  Of  this  number  400  were  notified  by  the  Public 
Health  Medical  Staff.  The  near  contacts  of  all  cases  have  been 
inspected  in  their  homes,  schools  or  places  of  employment  and 
preventative  treatment  advised  for  close  contacts  as  well  as 
infected  cases.  In  all  cases  treatment  at  the  Cleansing 
Station  is  advised,  as  home  treatment  has  so  frequently  proved 
unsuccessful . 

The  co-operation  of  the  local  practitioners  in  referring 
their  patients  for  treatment  has  been  much  appreciated  and  it 
is  hoped  that  the ' incidence  of  Scabies  will  fall  as  a  result 
of  the  routine  investigation  of  every  case. 
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Total  Number  of  Treatments  for  Scabies  during  194^  -  2,187 

The  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade  nurses  attached  to  the 
First  Aid  Post  were  responsible  for  all  treatments,  and  per¬ 
formed  their  duties  with  skill  .and  with  good  will. 

The  necessity  for  providing  treatment  for  war  workers 
after  working  hours  was  recognised,  and  authority  was  given 
for  overtime  payment  of  the  Cleansing  Station  male  attendants 
for  this  purpose. 

Throughout  the  year  cases  were  referred  by  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  Dorchester  borough  and  Rural  District 
Councils,  at  a  payment  of  4/-d  for  each  treatment. 

Scabies  Film: 


An  excellent  film  depicting  the  diagnosis  and  treatment 
of  Scabies  was  shown  on  1/9/43  to  an  audience  consisting  of 
Local  Practitioners,  Nurses  and  members  of  the  Health  Depart¬ 
ment  Staff.  This  film  had  a  great  educational  value,  and 
ya.s  much  appreciated. 

War-Time  Day  liursory : 

4 

The  Nursery  has  been  full  throughout  the  year,  with  an 
average  daily  attendance  of  40,  and  the  waiting  list  has  grown 
from  10  to  26. 

The  Day  Nursery  was  affiliated  to  the  National  Society  of 
Childrens  Nurseries  and  the  probationer  nurses  are  training  to 
take  the  examination  for  the  Diploma  of  Nursery  Nurses  which 
takes  place  in  May,  1944. 

The  health  of  the  children  has  been  satisfactory,  many 
of  them  showing  a  marked  improvement  in  this  direction  after 
a -few  weeks  of  regular  attendance.  All  children  are  immunised 
against  Whooping  Cough  at  the  age  of  six  months,  and  against 
Diphtheria  when  they  attain  one  year  of  age. 

The  house  and  grounds  at.Elwell  M  anor  have  proved 
particularly  suitable  for  a  Day  Nursery,  and  full  use  is  made 
of  the  garden  during  the  summer  months,  where  the  children  are 
provided  with  sand  and  water  for  play,  and  where  also  they  are 
able  to  have  their  meals  and  daily  rest. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  a  Day  Nursery  will  be  included  in 
the  plans  for  post-war  reconstruction,  to  provide  accommodation 
for  children  whose  mother's  are  compelled  to  work,  or  'who  need 
to  be  relieved  of  the  care  of  their  families  for  short  periods. 


Health  _Edu c at icr :  . 


Dr.  R.  Sutherland,  Medical  advisor  to  the  Central  Council 
for  Health  Education  gave  a  stimulating  address  to  members  of 
the  Town,  Council  and  other  local  organisations  on  26/5/43. 

The  Education  and  Health  Committees  each  contribute  £3/15/0 
annually  towards  the  funds  of  the  Central  Council.  Certain 
pamphlets  on  different  subjects  have  been  obtained  and  are  sold 

at  the  Welfare  Centre  at  a  cost  of  Id.  each.

Insulin  fo r  Diabetic  Persons : 

Following  the  receipt  of  Circular  2734  from  the  Ministry 
of  Health  the  Council  approved  the  provision  of  1nsulin  free 
of  charge  to  diabetic  persons  who  find  the  increase  of  cost  of 
Insulin  a  substantial  financial  burden. 
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Housing  Act.  1936: 


Official  representations  under  Section  11  of  the 
Housing  Act,  193o  were  made  in  respect  of  5  individually 
unfit  houses.  These  were  accepted  by  the  Town  Council 
and  demolition  orders  were  made  for  4  of  the  houses.  In 
the  case  of  the  5th  house,  consideration  of  making  a  dem- 
oltion  order  was  deferred  on  two  occasions  to  give  the 
owner  a  further  opportunity  of  submitting  a  specification 
of  works  to  render  the  house  fit  for  human  habitation.  No 
specification,  however,  was  submitted,  yet  the  Council  by  a 
majority  decision  refused  to  make  the  demolition  order  thereby 
failing  to  carry  out  their  statutory  obligation  .
